FCC Tie Mark for Largest Margin of Victory in Expansion Club’s Home 
Opener 

• FC Cincinnati's 3-0 victory in its home opener against Portland tied the record for the 
largest margin of victory by an MLS expansion side in its home opener 

• Seattle Sounders FC was the last team to win its first home opener by three goals 
when they defeated New York Red Bulls, 3-0, at CenturyLink Field on March 19,2009 

FCC Sets Another Attendance Record in Sellout Performance 

• After three consecutive years of setting single-game and single-season attendance 
records in the USL, FC Cincinnati set another attendance record on Sunday 

• FCC welcomed a sellout crowd of 32,250 to Nippert Stadium on Sunday afternoon - 
their most ever for a league match 

• That number surpassed the club's 2018 USL regular-season home finale against Indy 
Eleven, when Nippert Stadium hosted 31,478 fans 

• It was the Orange and Blue's fourth-largest attendance in club history across all 
competitions 

Nippert Stadium Hosts First-Ever MLS Match 

• FC Cincinnati returned home this past weekend for its first-ever MLS home match... 
the Orange and Blue registered a 3-0 win against the Portland Timbers on March 17 

• Across all competitions, the Orange and Blue have a record of 34-9-16 in 59 matches 
played at Nippert Stadium 

• On eight different occasions - most recently against Portland on March 17 - FC 
Cincinnati has drawn a crowd of more than 30,000 fans. 

• FCC have shattered home attendance records in each year of competition. The 
attendance by year is as follows: 

• 2016-259,437 (17,296 average) 

• 2017-339,181 (21,199 average) 

• 2018-437,197 (25,717 average) 

• The Orange and Blue recorded a 2-1 win over the Charlotte Independence on April 9, 
2016 in the club's inaugural home match... Sean Okoli and Austin Berry tallied for the 
Orange and Blue in front of 14,658 fans 

Adi, Mattocks, Powell Play Former Side in Historic Home Opener 

• FCC made club history when they played their first-ever MLS home match against the 
Portland Timbers on March 17 

• In that match, three different FC Cincinnati players competed against their former 
team: Fanendo Adi (2014-18), Alvas Powell (2014-18) and Darren Mattocks (2016-17) 

• For Adi and Powell, it was the first time the duo ever played in a match against the 
Timbers 

FCC Represented Four Times on MLS Team of the Week 

• Three FC Cincinnati players, as well as Head Coach Alan Koch, earned places on Major 
League Soccer's Team of the Week presented by Audi for Week 3 

• Goalkeeper Spencer Richey earned a place on the Starting XI, Head Coach Alan Koch 
was tabbed the team's coach, while Kendall Waston and Victor Ulloa drew spots on 
the seven-player bench 

• Richey posted his first MLS win and shutout, making three saves in the 3-0 victory... 
Included in that was a pair of critical saves in the 32nd minute 

• Koch maintained the starting lineup from FC Cincinnati's 1-1 draw at Atlanta United 
FC on March 10... FC Cincinnati's head coach guided the Orange and Blue to their 
first-ever win, first multi-goal performance and first shutout as an MLS team 


• Waston scored FCC’s first MLS goal in Cincinnati when he scored from a set piece 
via a header in the 15th minute... FC Cincinnati's captain was involved in the attack 
throughout the match and recorded a team-high three shots 

• Ulloa led all FC Cincinnati players with 69 touches and 53 total passes... in addition, 
he also completed 86.8 percent of his passes 

Richey Earns First MLS Win and Shutout 

• Spencer Richey was called into action for a second consecutive week when he 
started FC Cincinnati's home opener against Portland 

• FCC's goalkeeper made three saves en route to earning his first-ever MLS win and 
shutout 

• Prior to joining FC Cincinnati, Richey made one start with Vancouver Whitecaps FC in 
2017 

Waston Makes History, Records First MLS Goal at Nippert Stadium 

• Kendall Waston made history by scoring the first MLS goal in Cincinnati and at Nippert 
Stadium 

• Waston's goal marked the first time in MLS an FC Cincinnati defender scored a goal 

• In addition, it also marked the Orange and Blue's first goal scored from a set piece 

• Leonardo Bertone registered the assist on the goal and become FC Cincinnati's first 
player to record a goal and an assist this season 

What’s Deplagne? Cruz to Victory 

• Allan Cruz and Mathieu Deplagne opened their MLS and FC Cincinnati accounts in FC 
Cincinnati's 3-0 win over the Portland Timbers 

• After a deflected shot from Roland Lamah landed atop the six-yard box, Cruz scored 
via a backheel to extend FC Cincinnati's to two goals 

• Just two minutes later, Darren Mattocks played a low cross within the penalty area to 
Deplagne who shot on his first touch to give the Orange and Blue a three-goal lead 

Mattocks Puts in Strong Performance off Rench 

• Although he only played 45 minutes, Darren Mattocks made a significant impact for 
the Orange and Blue in their 3-0 win over Portland 

• According to Opta, Mattocks had five chances created in the match, which is tied for 
fourth-most among all MLS players in a single game this season 

• Mattocks recorded his first assist with FC Cincinnati on Mathieu Deplagne's 63rd 
minute goal 

• The assist was the Jamaican forward's first helper since he recorded an assist with 
Portland at NYCFC on Sept. 9,2017 

Two Minute Warning 

• FC Cincinnati scored a pair of goals against Portland in rapid succession when Allan 
Cruz and Mathieu Deplagne tallied in the 61st and 63rd minutes, respectively. 

• That marked the second-quickest interval that an MLS team has recorded a pair of 
goals this season... the Montreal Impact scored in the 14th and 15th minutes of play 
at Orlando on March 16 

• Out of the 35 matches played so far this season, eight have featured a team scoring a 
pair of goals within a five-minute span 

Emmanuel Ledesma Makes MLS Debut 

• 2018 USL MVP Emmanuel Ledesma made his first-ever MLS appearance when he 
replaced Kekuta Manneh in the 85th minute of FC Cincinnati's 3-0 win over Portland 

• Ledesma became FC Cincinnati's fourth player - alongside Fanendo Adi, Corben Bone 
and Spencer Richey - to make appearances for the club in both the USL and MLS 

Orange and Rlue to Play MLS Original Franchise for First Time 

• After starting their season by playing three teams that have joined MLS within the last 
10 years, FC Cincinnati will square off with an MLS original franchise in New England. 

• The Orange and Blue will have played all nine of the remaining original franchises 
after their meeting with FC Dallas on Aug. 31 











Five Players to Represent Respective Nations 

• Five FC Cincinnati players have been called up to national teams for matches during 
the current FIFA window 

• Allan Cruz and Kendall Waston have been called in to Costa Rica, Darren Mattocks and 
Alvas Powell have been called in to Jamaica and Frankie Amaya has been called in to 
the United States U-20 Men's National Team 

• Cruz and Waston will be on Costa Rica's roster for international friendlies at Guate¬ 
mala on March 22 and against Jamaica on March 26 

• Mattocks and Powell are slated to play in a Concacaf Nations League match at El Sal¬ 
vador on March 23 as well as an international friendly against Costa Rica on March 26 

• Amaya will join the U.S. U-20s for a training camp and play two international friendlies 
in Spain. They will play France on March 22 and Japan on March 25 

We Got Here in Record Time 

• FC Cincinnati was awarded and MLS expansion club on May 29,2018 - just 277 days 
before the Orange and Blue opened league play last Saturday 

• That is the third-fastest time in league history between the announcement of a club's 
expansion team to when it officially started play 

• This is the fastest among most recent expansion phase (2009-present)... the shortest 
window between announcement and starting play was 262 days (Real Salt Lake, 

2005), 14 seasons ago 

Hagglund, Saief Honored with Team of the Week 

• Nick Hagglund and Kenny Saief were honored for their MLS Week 2 performances at 
Atlanta United FC... Hagglund was named to the Starting XI, while Saief was named to 
the seven-player bench 

• Hagglund led all players in the game with seven clearances and added two blocks 
- including a point-blank stop of 2018 MLS MVP Josef Martinez in tbe 45th minute - 
while compiling an 80.6 percent passing percentage 

• In his 17-minute stint as a substitute, Saief delivered tbe assist on Roland Lamah's 
game-tying goal in the 86th minute. That was among his perfect passing in Atlanta's 
half of the field 

FCC Reach Rare Feat with Come from Rehind Point at Atlanta 

• FC Cincinnati earned a point after falling behind Atlanta United in the fifth minute of 
action 

• In the three seasons of Mercedes-Benz Stadium's existence, FC Cincinnati became 
the fifth team to earn at least a point after falling behind in a match at the venue... 
New York City FC (twice), Toronto (twice), Minnesota and New York have also accom¬ 
plished the feat 

• The draw was Atlanta United's first regular-season draw at home since they split 
points with Toronto FC on Aug. 4,2018 

• Roland Lamah's 86th-minute goal was the third latest game-winning or game-tying 
goal scored against Atlanta United FC in Mercedes-Benz Stadium's history 

Lamah’s Late Equalizer Secures FCC’s First MLS Point 

• Roland Lamah stunned the crowd of 70,382 at Mercedes-Benz Stadium by scoring just 
minutes before second-half stoppage time to level the scoreline in FCC's second MLS 
match... his goal is nominated for MLS' AT&T Goal of the Week 

• The Orange and Blue were able to see out the remainder of the match to earn the 
club's first-ever point as an MLS club 

• Kenny Saief provided tbe assist - FC Cincinnati's first-ever MLS assist - on Lamab's 
goal just four days after joining the club on loan from RSC Anderlecht 

FC Cincinnati Play in Front of Largest Crowd...Again 

• For a second straight week, FC Cincinnati played a match in front of a record number 
of fans 

• The Orange and Blue's match at Atlanta United FC was contested in front of 70,382 
fans, making it the largest-ever crowd FC Cincinnati has played in front of 

• That mark breaks the previous club record of 39,011 fans that was set eight days prior 
in FCC's inaugural MLS match at Seattle on March 2 

• Prior to this year, the largest attendance for a match involving FC Cincinnati, home or 
away, was 35,061 when the club hosted Premier League side Crystal Palace at Nippert

• By entering FCC's match at Atlanta as a 71st minute substitute, Greg Garza became 
the first FC Cincinnati player to play against his former MLS club 

• The FCC left back made a combined 42 appearances in MLS regular-season and MLS 
Cup Playoffs matches for Atlanta... he scored three goals and added eight assists 
over two seasons 

• FCC players Fanendo Adi, Eric Alexander, Darren Mattocks and Alvas Powell could all 
join Garza in facing a former team against Portland this weekend. 

From USMNT to MLS 

• Midfielder Kenny Saief became FC Cincinnati's second player this season to have 
earned U.S. Men's National Team caps and make his MLS and FCC debut 

• Caleb Stanko, who has one cap with the USMNT, debuted for the Orange and Blue and 
in MLS in the season opener at Seattle on March 2 

• Saief has four caps with the USMNT dating back to his international debut in an 
international friendly against Ghana on July 1,2017 















Bertone’s Rocket Becomes Instant Classic 

• Leonardo Bertone became the first player to score an MLS goal for FC Cincinnati 
when he tallied in the 13th minute of the Orange and Blue's season opener at Seattle 
on March 2 

• Bertone scored on a right-footed volley from approximately 23 yards out to give the 
visitors their first-ever lead in MLS play 

• The Wohlen bei Bern, Switzerland, native led all FC Cincinnati players with three shots, 
including two shots on goal in the match 

• His goal was also one of the league's five nominees for MLS' AT&T Goal of the Week 

Four Debuts Highlight Season Opener 

• Leo Bertone, Mathieu Deplagne, Caleb Stanko and Przemyslaw Tyton made their MLS 
debuts in FC Cincinnati's season opener at Seattle on March 2 

• Bertone started as a holding midfielder and played 90 minutes... prior to this season, 
Bertone spent his entire career in Switzerland with BSC Young Boys... he recorded 
179 career appearances, including 130 starts, scored 18 goals and added 11 assists 
across all competitions during his eight professional seasons with the reigning Swiss 
champions 

• Deplagne started at left back for the first time in his professional career and played 
all 90 minutes... before coming to MLS, Deplagne played his first eight professional 
seasons in Ligue 1 with Montpelier (2011-17) and ES Troyes AC (2017-18)... he made 
148 appearances, scored one goal and added three assists across all competitions in 
France 

• Stanko entered the match in the 86th minute and replaced right back Alvas Powell 
... prior to this season, Stanko spent seven of his eight professional seasons with 
SC Freiburg (2011-19) and one season on loan with Liechtensteinian side FC Vaduz 
(2016-17)... Stanko scored three goals and added eight assists in a combined 142 
appearances 

• Tyton started in goal and recorded five saves, which tied for most among all MLS 
goalkeepers in Week 1... before signing with FCC, Tyton made a combined 208 
appearances, including 202 starts, in 13 seasons in the top flights of Poland, the 
Netherlands, Spain and Germany 

Deplagne Gets a New Perspective 

• Mathieu Deplagne not only got his first taste of MLS in FC Cincinnati's season opener 
at Seattle, he experienced a new side of the field 

• He lined up as the Orange and Blue's left back along its four-man backline, marking 
the first time in his professional career he started on the left side of defense... one 
week later, he stated at left back once again at Atlanta 

• Deplagne had spent much of his career as a right back in France's Ligue 1, and also 
spotted time as a center back when needed 

Hagglund Makes Home Official with Start at Seattle 

• Nick Hagglund moved to Cincinnati in a preseason trade from Toronto, and it was a 
homecoming for the Cincy native 

• Born, raised and educated in the Queen City, Hagglund played his first games repre¬ 
senting Cincinnati since 2013 when he suited up for Xavier University 

• Hagglund lined up as one of the club's starting center backs alongside Kendall 
Waston. 

Alexander Shows Versatility in Season Opener 

• In FC Cincinnati's season opener, Eric Alexander showed a quality that made him an 
attractive choice during the 2018 MLS Expansion Draft: Versatility 

• The veteran midfielder, who has mostly trained in a more central role, was deployed at 
right midfield at Seattle 

• In his professional career, Alexander has lined up in a number of midfield positions, 
including on the left side, centrally and also on the right side... in addition, the Por¬ 
tage, Mich, native has also played in attacking, box-to-box and holding midfield roles 
at various stages throughout his career 

Richey Returns Home 

• Spencer Richey had the unique experience of not only travelling to FC Cincinnati's 
inuagural MLS match, but also having it contested in his hometown of Seattle 

• Born and raised in Seattle, Richey remained in the city through college, where he 


played at the University of Washington from 2010-14 

• The goalkeeper returned to his familiar college campus on Friday, March 1, when FC 
Cincinnati held its final training session prior to its first MLS match at the University 
of Washington's East Field 

• Richey was one of four players to remain on the bench through the duration of the 
match 

Captain Kendall 

• Head Coach Alan Koch announced FC Cincinnati's first-ever captain on Feb. 27: 

Kendall Waston 

• The towering center back has significant experience in a leadership role having served 
as captain of the Vancouver Whitecaps in both 2017 and 2018 

• Waston has shown leadership qualities both on the pitch, being named to MLS Best 
XI twice (2015,2017) and the 2016 MLS All-Star roster, as well as off the pitch, he has 
taken fellow Costa Rican Allan Cruz under his wing as he adjusts to a new league, 
culture and language 

• Since making his international debut in 2013, Waston has 30 career caps with the Cos¬ 
ta Rica national team... He made his World Cup debut at the 2018 FIFA World Cup and 
scored Costa Rica's first goal of the tournament in their group stage match against 
Switzerland on June 27,2018 

Travelling Supporters Make Presence Felt 

• While FC Cincinnati played its inaugural MLS match away from Nippert Stadium, the 
team still had a small piece of home in the form of hundreds of travelling supporters 
at CenturyLink Field 

• At least 400 FC Cincinnati supporters filled section 203 at the Clink, while an addi¬ 
tional several hundred were scattered throughout the stadium in other seating 

• Prior to the match, fans gathered at Pyramid Alehouse just outside the stadium... at 
the gathering, FCC President and General Manager Jeff Berding bought a round of 
beverages for all to thank those who made the almost 2,400-mile trip 

• FCC also sold out its entire allotment of its 300 designated supporter tickets for their 
second game in Atlanta, and several hundred more fans made the trip with seats in 
other parts of the stadium 

Deja vu: Bone Starts Inaugural Match... Again 

• Corben Bone made club history when he started Cincinnati's inaugural MLS match at 
Seattle on March 2 

• With the start, Bone became the only player to start both the club's inaugural USL and 
MLS matches 

• An FCC original signing in late 2016, Bone started and played 73 minutes in FCC's 
first-ever MLS match 

• In Cincy's first-ever USL game, Bone started and played 90 minutes at Charleston on 
March 26,2016. 

• With 73 minutes in the season opener, Bone played more MLS minutes in one night 
than he had combined in 2012 (26), 2013 (3) and 2014 (13) - his last three MLS seasons 

• In his last MLS start prior to March 2 - on Oct. 1,2011 for the Chicago Fire at Houston 
Dynamo - Bone also played 73 minutes... his outing Saturday matched the fourth-lon- 
gest shift of his MLS career, following a full 90-minute run on May 14,2011 (Chicago 

at Toronto) and back-to-back 74-minute shifts at Colorado (April 30,2011) and vs. 
Vancouver (May 7,2011), both as a member of the Fire 

Tyton Ties Week 1 High with Five Saves 

• Przemyslaw Tyton was called into action frequently during FC Cincinnati's season 
opener at Seattle 

• The goalkeeper watched as Seattle recorded nine shots on goal, the highest among 
teams in Week 1... Tyton's five saves tied Colorado's Tim Howard for most among all 
MLS goalkeepers in Week 1 

Bone Puts in Top Passing Performance 

• Corben Bone completed 24-of-25 passes in FC Cincinnati's season opener at Seattle, 
good for a 96.0 percent passing accuracy. 

• Bone's passing performance is the 14th-best individual passing performance among 
all MLS players who have attempted at least 25 passes in a match this season. 
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Inaugural Season in MLS Arrives 

• FC Cincinnati opened their first season as an MLS franchise on March 2 when they 
played Seattle Sounders FC at CenturyLink Field 

• That match marked the fourth consecutive season opener away from Nippert Stadium 
for the Orange and Blue... as a USL team, FCC opened each of its three seasons at 
Charleston 

• FCC is now 1-3-0 all-time in season openers... the Orange and Blue went 1-2-0 in 
season openers during their USL days, claiming their first win in an opener in 2018 

• In three USL seasons, FC Cincinnati posted a 51-19-26 record in regular-season 
matches. 

FCC Complete Longest Trip for Away Game to Date 

• FCC's March 2 season opener at Seattle was the club's first-ever competitive 
match in the Pacific time zone and their longest trip for an away game in club 
history 

• FCC traveled nearly 2,400 miles from Cincinnati to Seattle 

• The club's previous longest trip was approximately 1,120 miles to face Miami FC in 
the 2017 U.S. Open Cup semifinals 

No Slack from the Schedule-Makers 

• Cincinnati got no help from the MLS schedule makers with its inaugural slate, facing 
MLS Cup Playoffs qualifiers in nine of its first 10 games 

• Additionally, Cincy will play seven of its first 11 games on the road 

• After starting its MLS chapter in front of nearly 40,000 fans in Seattle, FCC followed 
that match up by traveling to play in front of 70,000+ fans at MLS Cup champions 
Atlanta United FC in Week 2 

• Cincy debuted at home in front of 32,250 fans at Nippert Stadium in Week 3 against 
MLS Cup finalists Portland 

• FCC will make a trip to the notoriously tough Gillette Stadium and the New England 
Revolution in Week 4 

• FCC will host Philadelphia (Week 5) and Sporting Kansas City (Week 6) in back-to- 
back weeks, before then traveling to LAFC in Week 7 

• After returning from the West Coast, Cincinnati will host Real Salt Lake (Week 8), 
before undertaking a three-game, 10-day road trip to New York Red Bulls (Week 9), 
Philadelphia (midweek Week 10) and San Jose (Week 10) 

Cincinnati: “The Portland of the East” 

• ESPN analyst Taylor Twellman has previously called Cincinnati's Nippert Stadium 
"the Portland of the East" for its raucous, record-setting crowds and game day 
atmosphere 

• FCC has pushed past the 20,000 season-ticket mark for the 2019 season - and also 
already eclipsed its STM record of 18,007 from the 2018 USL season 

• The club's 18,007 STMs in 2018 is the USL record... all of those season tickets are full 
season tickets, and do not represent any FSE (full-season equivalents) 

• Cincinnati's average attendance of 25,717 in 2018 more than doubled the second-place 
USL team (Sacramento) and would have represented the f ourth-highest average 
attendance in MLS behind Atlanta (53,002), Seattle (40,641) and Toronto (26,628) 

• Cincinnati executives are hoping to average about 28,000 fans per game in 2019 

West End Stadium to Come to Life After Zoning Approval 

• Contractors of FC Cincinnati's future home - West End Stadium - will now formally 
start construction after the Cincinnati City Council unanimously approved a key zon¬ 
ing change on Thursday, Feb. 21 - a key hurdle before actual construction could start 

• The $250+ million, privately funded stadium will seat approximately 26,000 fans and is 
expected to remain on schedule and open on time for its March 2021 target 

• The formal groundbreaking ceremony - which MLS Commissioner Don Garber attend¬ 
ed-was held on Dec. 19,2018 

• Among the design considerations are 50 suites (most in MLS not in an NFL stadium), 
4,500+ premium seats among a variety of club spaces, and a safe-standing support¬ 
ers section that will rise from field-level to the top of the stadium on one end with 
capacity for more than 3,000 fans 


New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC is also constructing a $30+ million, state-of- 
the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown Cincinnati 

• When completed this August, The Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 34,000 
square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It will have three full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial 
turf - plus a separate dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Academy, 
as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, as well 
as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media work 
space, production studio, strength and conditioning gym, medical areas, equipment 
studio and storage, plus locker rooms, staff rooms and meeting spaces - as well as a 
barbershop 

• While the MHTC is under construction, FCC is currently training out of a custom-built, 
8,000 square foot facility on the property that includes the locker room, team lounge, 
equipment suite, medical suite and offices for the coaches and Milford-based staff 

Nippert Also Got Offseason Makeover 

• Nippert Stadium, where FCC will continue to play for the next two seasons while West 
End Stadium is under construction, has also received a makeover this offseason 

• FCC pulled out the three-year old artificial surface and has laid a new surface from 
The Motz Group... the same turf surface is also already installed at the Mercy Health 
Training Center 

• Additionally, Cincy renovated its old locker room to make it a game day suite for vis¬ 
iting teams... at the same time, the club transformed it old team lounge and meeting 
room into its new game day locker room suite 

• The team also created a new Player Family Room and media area off the field level for 
photographers, videographers and postgame press conferences 

• On the field, the team has added another 120 feet of digital display boards at field 
level along the end lines 

• On the concourse, the club will announce shortly several new naming partners for 
entry gates at the stadium 

Construction Costs Matter 

• Between construction and land acquisition for West End Stadium, construction for 
the Mercy Health Training Center and upgrades to Nippert Stadium, FCC has undertak¬
